INDO-CHINA. 

Cholera — Plague — Smallpox — Leprosy — October, 1917. 

During the month of October, 1917, 39 cases of cholera, 36 cases 
of plague, and 152 cases of smallpox were notified in Indo-China, as 
compared with 74 cases of cholera, 34 cases of plague, and 193 cases 
of smallpox notified during the month of September, 1917. The 
distribution of these diseases, by Provinces, during the month of 
October, 1917, was as follows: 

Cholera. — Anam, 6 oases; Cambodia, 22; Cochin-China, 11; total, 
39. The total for the corresponding month of 1916 was 103 case's. 
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Plague. — Anam, 13 cases; Cambodia, 18; Cochin-China, 5; total, 
36 cases. The total for the corresponding month of 1916 was 27 
cases. 

Smallpox. — Anam, 42 cases ; Cambodia, 3 ; Cochin-China, 98 ; Laos, 
1 case; Tonkin, 8 cases; total, 152 cases. The total for the corre- 
sponding month of 1916 was 71 cases. 

Leprosy. — Ten cases of leprosy were reported in Indo-China dur- 
ing the month of October, 1917. 

PERU. 

Plague— Dec. 1, 1917-Jan. 15, 1918. 

During the period from December 1, 1917, to January 15, 1918, 
106 cases of plague were notified in Peru. The cases were distrib- 
uted according to Departments as follows: Ancachs, 2 cases occur- 
ring at Casma; Lambayeque, 22 cases occurring at Chiclayo, Ferre- 
nafe, Jayanca, and Lambayeque; Libertad, 72 cases occurring at 
five localities and in the country district of Trujillo; Lima, 9 cases 
occurring in the city and surrounding country; and Piura, 1 case at 
Catacaos.
